Safety Expert in Drive 
(Redlands Facts. 

In America last year there were 21,300 chil- 
dren under 15 years of age killed or injured 
accidentally, and of this number 10,000 were 
tots under five years. So declared Isaiah Hale, 
Safety Superintendent. of the Santa Fe Sys- 
tem, who has been delivering talks on safety 
before various organizations during the past 
several weeks in California. 

<<These facts make a travesty of our much- 
vaunted civilization,’’ said Mr. Hale. 

The safety expert, declared that the time to 
make careful pedestrians and careful auto 
drivers is while they are young, and this 
could best be done by teaching them the habits 
of safety and caution. He urges all Rotary 
and other clubs and organizations to join in 
a movement for special training in safety in 
the public schools. 

Likewise, he said, safety should be taught 
in the home. 

‘‘Parents,’’ he said, ‘‘must be impressed with 
their responsibility. Their lack of precaution 
sometimes costs the lives of their children. 
Within the last few weeks, small children, who 
had wandered, through lack of supervision, 
more than half a mile from their home, were 
killed by trains.’’

Help Banish Crime 
(California Cultivator) 

California is the only state in the Union 
that shows a decline in the murder rate for 
1924—there was a drop of eight per cent ani 
according to Capt. Duncan Matheson of San 
Francisco, the reason for this decline ‘is due 
principally ‘to the following four reasons: 

No alien or ex-convict can have a gun in his 
possession ; 

There were two death penatlies in the last 
tong war so we have not had a tong war in 
San Francisco for the last four years; 

Juries are beginning to convict for murder; 

The Governor of California will not com- 
mute sentences. 

In commenting on things that tend to bring 
about criminal conditions, Captain Matheson 
said: 

“In this country we have fallen down com- 
pletely in ‘the administration of justice. We 
are making criminals faster than we can 
take care of them. 

‘©We have a total of 7421 in San Quentin 
and Folsom prisons. 

‘“‘Most of our crimes of violence are com- 
mitted by young men between the ages of 17 
and 24. 

“‘T claim ‘that any man locked up in Cali- 
fornia prisons should be put to work. In 
Iowa the prisoners made the state a- profit 
of over $100,000. 

“‘Sentiment always creates a problem—but 
never solves one. Justice always solves a 
problem—never makes one. 

‘‘Seventy-five per cent of our young crimi- 
nals come from broken homes. 

‘We have too many plush-lined antomo- 
We have 


too many silk shirts and not enough overalls. 


biles and not enough wheelbarrows. 


We have too many lap dogs and not enough 
cradles. 

‘We find that we do not get boys from 
boys’ organizations in our courts. 

‘In all of my police experience I have never 
seen but one boy who had graduated from 
both high school and Sunday school combined 
come into the hands of the police.’’ 

In keeping with Captain Matheson’s find- 
ings, it seems to us that we should heed this 
warning and exert a greater effort to interest 
our young people in those things that will lead 
them to realize that soon it will devolve wpon 
them to manage the affairs of the nation and 
that “s frture stability denends largely upon 
how well they perform their duty after they 
take over the reins of government. 

And right here we would like to add that 
no activity we know of will be of greater as- 
sistance than the agricultural training now 


‘being earried on in our schools and junior 


colleges, and the boys’ and girls’ work fos- 


tered by thé agricultural extension service and 


the farm bureau. 
While such work may for the time being 


- geem to have little effect in reducing crime in 


our cities, its beneficial effect is bound to be

(New Age Magazine) 

H. L. Mencken, in the Baltimore Evening 
Sun, makes a profound remark on education. 
He says: 

‘“Byery child goes home after its day’s 
school is done. What it is taught there and. 
in particular, what it overhears there, colors 
its ideas infinitely more powerful than the 
platitudes emptied upon it in sehool.’’ 

Every parent, especially every father, ought 
to lay these words well to heart. They are ap- 
pallingly true. 

There is a popular belief that education is 
a thing of the school room and the Sunday 
school, but frequently, perhaps usually, the 
real education is in the home. 

The only effective teacher is character. The 
school-room teacher may impart information 
and fill the child’s mind with facts, items of 
erammar, history, biology, but the molding 
of the child’s mind is done by the parent, un- 
consciously, maybe, but, none the less surely. 

The education does not come through the 
ponderous homilies on morals sometimes pro 
pounded by the father when he is trying to 
impress some moral lesson by a wordy preach 
ment. The child is quick to detect any pre- 
tense and unless the sermon is reinforced by 
the conduct of the parent the exhortation falls 
upon deaf ears. The child might well say 
with Emerson: 

‘What you are speaks so loud I can’t hear 
what you say.”’ 

Happy the father who so bears himself in 
the home as to eall out the virtues in his chil- 
dren—frankness, manliness, generosity, fair- 
dealing in his boys; gentleness, modesty, deli 
eaey in his daughters.

The Dead Hand

The dead hand reaches out now and then to 
lay low the political ambitions of the lifing.

An aspersion upon his name and 
fame made in the heat of political debate 
which might have semblance of warrant at the 
time, is rightfully resented. 

Moral: Guard your tongue; some day your 
adversary may be dead and a hero. 


Richardson and the Job

Incidents of the past several months have 
served to demonstrate the fact that Friend W. 
Richardson, Governor of California, is not a 
man who ean be thrown into a panic every 
time his opponents appear to have gained the 
public ear by their clamor. Abuse, misrepre- 
sentation and insidious attacks leave him un- 
changed, and obviously determined to carry 
out what he considers to be the policies that 
will bring the most good to the state. If 
Richardson were not an earnest thinker, and 
a man of calm and austere judgment his ene- 
mies would have adopted other tactics. But 
the fact that he thinks for himself, and makes 
his decisions known regardless of the opinions 
of his opponents, or of those who seek to sway 
him, is precisely what irritates the anti-admin- 
istrations. They have found in Richardson an 
obstacle to their own ambitions, and one that 
cannot be easily overcome. 

It is inevitable that if Richardson is again a 
candidate for the Governorship he will have 
opposition. But the conservative element of 
the state—the men and women who appre- 
ciate a Governor who is not swayed by every 
hue and cry that is raised by maleontents— 
will be solidly behind Friend W. Richardson. 
Happily enough for the welfare of the state, 
the conservative and thinking element of the 
state is in ‘the large majority.

(Puente Journal) 

Representative Shallenberger is proving to 
be most inquisitive. First he was aggrieved 
because Johnnie Bull proposed to make Amer- 
ican auto drivers pay his debt to Uncle Sam 
by contributing approximately $5.00 to John- 
nie’s exchequer as additional profit on the 
average standard tire purchased. Seeking a 
way for Americans to avoid this he had cause 
to look a little more deeply into the problem 
and here is what he found: 

‘‘There is about ten pounds of crude rubber 
in the average standard tire. The British 
rubber control has advanced the average price 
of that crude rubber about fifty cents a pound. 
That accounts for a $5.00 advance in the cost 
of making a tire. But a 33x6 balloon tire 
and tube which cost $30.00 before the British 
advance now costs $54.00, or an inerease to 
the American buyer of $24.00. The English- 
man got ‘the $5.00 all right—but—Inquisitive 
Shallenberger wants to know who got the 
other $1900. And here is the answer, as un- 
covered by Mr. Shallenberger: 

‘‘The big tire companies all show the great- 
est net profits for 1925 of any year in their 
history. The Fisk Company more than dou- 
bled their previous profits; Goodrich netted 
$15,000,000; Firestone earned 26 per cent; 
United Rubber 25 per cent.”’ 

An Inquisitive Shallenberger closes by re- 
marking that, ‘‘it seems to me instead of in- 
vestigating English rubber we had better get 
after the American tire manufacturer.’’? And 
a host of American auto drivers will gladly 
acquiesce with Mr. Shallenberger.

Fried Creams 

2 eggs 

% cup sugar 

6 tablespoons flour 

‘Y% teaspoon salt 

2 cups scalded milk 

1 teaspoon fat 

1 teaspoon vanilla 

3-4 cup fine’ dried bread crumbs 

1 egg 

2 tablespoons water 

Beat 2 eggs and add sugar, flour, 
salt and milk. Mix well and cook

ring constantly. Remove from 
fire, add fat and cool slightly. Add 


| vanilla. Pour into a small greased 


pan to 3-4 inch’ thickness. Put in 


ice box over night. Cut into pieces 


2 inches long and 1 inch wide. 
Roll each piece in crumbs, dip in 
beaten egg diluted with water and 
hot fat until a delicate brown. 
Drain on unglazed paper. Serve 
with powdered sugar or maple 
syrup. 


French Crullers 

4 tablespoons sugar 
1 teaspoon salt 
4 tablespoons fat 
1 teaspoon grated orange rind 
1 cup hot water 
1 cup flour 
3 eggs 

Put sugar, salt, fat, orange rind 
and water in a saucepan. Bring 
to the boiling point, add flour and 
mix well. Cook until thick, stir- 
ring constantly. Cool slightly. Add 
ope egg at a time, beating hard 
after each egg is added. Press 
through a pastry bag, using a rose 
tube, onto a well-greased square of 
heavy paper, one at a time. Turn 
paper upside down to let cruller 
drop into deep hot fat and ‘fry 
6 to 7 minutes or until well, puffed 
up and a delicate brown in color. 
Ice with confectioners’ frosting. 
This recipe makes 18 crullers. 


Confecctioners’ Frosting 

1% tablespoons fat 

1% cups confectioners’ sugar 

3 tablespoons milk or cream 

1-8 teaspoon salt 

1 teaspoon vanilla 

Cream fat, add sugar gradually 
and cream together thoroughly. 
Add enough milk or cream to 
make the frosting the proper con- 
sistency to spread. Add salt and 
vanilla and mix well. 


Lamb Croquettes 

2 cups chopped cold lamb 

2-tablespoons chopped parsley 

1 cup very thick white sauce 

1 egg 

2 tablespoons water 

3-4 cup fine bread crumbs 

Put lamb through meat grinder. 
Add parsley, and hot white sauce 
and mix well. Season more if 
necessary. Chill. Form into cro- 
quettes. Roll in crumbs, dip in 
slightly beaten egg diluted with 
water, and roll again in crumbs. 
Fry in deep hot fat about 5 min- 
utes. Drain on unglazed paper. 


Fried Pies 

2 cups flour 

1% teaspoons salt 

% cup fat 

ice water 

Mix and sift flour and salt. Cut 
in the fat with a knife. Add only 
water enough to hold the ingred- 
ients together. Do not knead. 
Chill thoroughly. Roll out pastry 
to 1-8 inch thick on a slightly 
floured board. Put a half table- 
spoon of seasoned apple sauce in 
center of pastry. Moisten edges 
with cold water. Fold over so as 
to make a semi-circle. Press edges 
together with the tines of a fork. 
Fry in deep hot fat until a deli- 
cate brown. 


Saratoga Chips 

Pare 5 or 6 potatoes. With a 
sharp knife or potato cutter cut 
in very thin slices, crosswise. Soak 
in cold or ice water % to 1 hour. 
Drain. Dry. between towels and 
fry in deep hot fat until a deli- 
cate brown. Drain on unglazed 
paper. Sprinkle with salt. These 
may be served hot or cold. 


Shoestring or Julienne Potatoes 

Pare 5 or 6 potatoes. Cut in L 
inch strips making them as uni- 
form as possible in size and 
length. Soak in cold or ice water 
% tol hour. Drain. Dry between 
towels and fry in deep hot fat 
until a delicate brown. Drain on 
unglazed paper and sprinkle with 
salt, 


Soft Shell Crabs 

Remove the eyes and the stom- 
ach (the soft portion under the 
eyes) if this has not already been 
done. Wash and dry the crabs. 
Dip in flour seasoned with sait and 
}pepper. To one egg add 2 table- 
spoons water and beat slightly. 
Dip crabs in egg, then in fine, sift- 
ed bread crumbs and fry in deep 
hot fat 5 to 8 minutes. Drain on 
unglazed paper. Serve with pars- 
ley and slices of lemon. 


Fried Clams in Batter 
1 pint clams, 2 eggs, 1 teaspoon 
salt, 1-8 teaspoon pepper, 1 cup 
milk, ™% cup clam liquor, 1 cup 
flour, 4% teaspoon baking powder. 
Pick over clams and remove 
pieces of shell. Dry between tow- 


els. Beat eggs and add salt, pep- |! 


per, milk and clam liquor. Mir 
and sift the flour and baking pow- 
der, add the liquid mixture and

A masterly presentation of the 
| California lemon industry—its past 





imade before the Lemon meet 
Club at its February meeting in 
Los Angeles by Charles C. Teague, 
president of the California Fruit 
Growers Exchange, and general 
manager of the Limoneira com- 
pany of Santa Paula. 

At the conclusion of the talk the 
interested listeners, about 350 in 
number, gave a round of applause, 
and the club voted to have the 
paper printed and sent in circular 
form to all of the members of the 
organization. 

Mr. Teague was well fortified 
with facts concerning the industry 
in which he is so deeply interest- 
ed, and made his address in a dis- 
passionate way, relying upon the 
force of the figures he had in hand 
to carry their conclusions to the 
growers ahd packing house man- 
agers present. 

Because the meeting was held a 
week later than customarily, the 
publication of Mr. Teague’s ad- 
dress was necessarily deferred till 
a later issue of this magazine, but 
the paper was to be mimeograph- 
ed for club members and sent out 
shortly after the meeting. 

Mr. Teague was introduced by 
President H. F. Pressey as “friend 
and benefactor of the citrus in- 
dustry.” 

The address was opened by a 
reference to a gathering held in 
Fresno Feb. 3 and 4, under the 
auspices of the California Devel- 
opment “Association, for the pur- 
pose of making an economic can- 
Vass and survey of the agricultural 
situation in California to ascertain 
what agricultural lines are produc- 
ing in greater quantities than can 
be consumed by the American mar- 
kets and in what lines production 
should be stimulated to meet de- 
mands. The idea was to encour- 
age newcomers to engage in such 
lines as offer a fair prospect of 
remuneration for the ‘effort ex- 
pended and to advise against en- 
try into lines which are already 
in over-production. 

Mr. Teague said that this con- 
ference was one of the most for- 
ward looking movements which 
had taken place in the state for 
a. long time and would do more 
to help balance agricultural pro- 
duction than anything that could 
be suggested. 

Some industries he declared are 
facing over-production and the 
lemon industry is one of these, he 
said, unless American people can 
be induced to use more lemons 
per capita. 

The situation, Mr. Teague said, 
was more serious with the tree 
crops than with the annual crops 
as the latter can easily be regu- 
lated from year to year while it 
takes several years before a tree 
comes into production. This led 
the discussion up to the point 
where Mr. Teague asked “whither 
are we going in the lemon indus- 
try?” 

The speaker then told of sonie 
special investigational work which 
is’ being done at Limoneira on 
soils. As a result they have aban- 
doned the regular irrigation at

The ap- 
pointment of proper guardians and 
supervision of guardians to see 
that accounts are properly kept 
as the law provides are matters 
in which almost every Auxiliary 
unit. should be interested, Mrs. 
Rutli declared. The Auxiliary will 
co-operate with the National Re- 
habilitation Committee of the Am- 
érican Legion and the Guardian- 
ship Division of the Veterans Bu- 
reau in this work, Mrs. Ruth in- 
dicated. 

Mrs. Hazel L. Workman of In- 
diana, chairman of the National 
Rehabilitation Committee, present- 
ed figures showing that approxim- 
ately a half million dollars in cash 
was disbursed last year by depart- 
ments of the Auxiliary, in addition 
to clothing and food valued at 
more than $70,000. Thousands of 
service men and their families 
were helped, she said, and special 
attention was given to the disabled 
veterans and their families on 
holidays, particularly at Christmas.
